Extract in TinCture all the Cordial Qualities, 
which are in any Simple of that kind, Why 
are the Diſtilld Compound Waters us d to the 
fame Intentions, when their Strength may be 
taken down by mixture, and adapted to the Pa- 
tients Condition, and when they are Cordial in 
the greateſt degree, without any offence to the 
Stornach, the Blood or the Nerves?

In the ſame 
manner the heat of the Air inflames into Calen- 
tures, or moves the conſuming Ebullitions in the 
ardent Climates. If che Cold and Watery Li- 
quors and Meats oppreſs and drown the Vital 
Heat, and produce Cachexies and Dropſies, the 
Attendants on them: Theſe are the Effects of 


the moiſt and humid Regions, and of the rainy 


Seaſons in the hotter Countries. The Air moves 
with that force all the parts of Bodies diſſolv d, 
that it takes up all of them, which are not of 
the greateſt weight and almoſt as ponderous as 
Earth. In Diſtillatian, the Spirits of very many.

the greateſt and moſt conſtant Nouriſhment. 
For this reaſon, many Animals of the different

ſen and reſerv d for the Zanies and Buffoons of 


the Societies: of our new Reformers. But many 
Phyſicians continued to prepare the moſt valued 
of their Medicines, eſpecially for the moſt diffi- 
cult, Acute or Chronical Diſeaſes, till the Fire of 
London diſperſt them to greater Diſtances from 
their Patients, when the Apothecaries haſtily re- 
turn'd to the Houſes rebuilt. The Apothecaries 
(who till that time kept their Shops, and pre- 
par'd all the common Diſpenſatory Medicines, 
and ſold them at the known Prices to the Cu- 
ſtomers) were applied to in the ſudden, Diſor- 
ders. The natural Vigour, which it ſelf Cures 
the incidental Diſtempers from Colds, the caſua! 
Diſagreements or little exceſs of Diet, and the 
benign Epidemical Fevers (which often continue 
mild and without danger many years, eſpecially 
the intermittent, in the more healthy Seaſons) 
expell'd thoſe Diſeaſes by the Secretions of the 
morbid Humours. The Apothecaries themſelves, 
and the common People, the Nurſes and Maid- 
Servants, applauded the great Effects of the 
Boles and Juleps, and were pleas d with the diſ- 
covery of great Skill and Knowledge never ſuſ- 
a by any of them before.

This diverts the People from 
reflecting on the great hazard and diſturbance 
from the many active and ungrateful Medicines. 
Let us be ſavd from the preſent payment of a 
Fee, we will riſque all the other <onſequences 
whatſoever. The Trader in the Doſes improves 
very artificially this terrour of the People to his 
own Advantage. If the wiſer part of the Fa- 
milly apprehends, that Advice is . the 
heavy Bill puts a ſtop to the purſuit of their 
real Intereſt. We can bear no more upon that 
Article, and the Phyficians are under the Com- 
mand of our Apothecary, and muſt be oblig'd 
to direct the Things he finds are order d, and 
appoint many more. You may object, That 
te Boon does not hold true 11 Caſes :

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in. They are taken before. the Diſeaſe is knowg + 
vor diſtinguiſh'd: Nature has no time given it in 
the Intervals of taking the hot Remedies of the 
inflaming Boles and Juleps to explain it ſelf, and 
: declare how it wants to be reliev d: It at laſt 
yields to the violence of its Inflammation, and 
the Burning Cordials, and a Phyſician is ſent 
for to direct the laſt Cordials. Tis obvious to 
imagine, That the deadly Symptoms will come 
on and follow preſently after them. All the Fa- 
milies are Evidences againſt him and his Cor- 
dials. But they at the fame time confeſs the 
e Murther of the Patient, by the 
forc'd and diſturb'd Pleadings in Mitigation of 
the Crime, and to palliate the loſs of that life. 
They freely grant and ſign their own and the 
Apothecaries Pardon.

It's allow'd, that in the Vomits 
and Purges, and the other ſtronger Evacuations, 
tbeſe Inquietudes ſhall attend or follow their 
Operations, but the real Cordials and all the 04 
nerous Alteratives are to act on the Patients {1 
declare of his Party, and move the Blood and 
nent, not violent and precipitous Motion. 
They ſhould affect you, as the Glaſſes of ſpright- 
I Wine, which warms your Spirits _—

Heart inſenſibly hour after hour, and moves 
in them as gratefully, as it does on your 
Palate, while you drink it. You may de- 
mand, Why the Phyſicians and Apothecaries 
are ſo very urgent to have theſe Cordials taken 
at the beginning, the middle, and to the end of 
all Diſtempers ? The Anſwer has been ſuggeſted 
befre, That the Phyſicians and Apothecaries 
know no better to uſe in their ſtead. Since the 
two Traders enterd into the Combination to - 
prefer their Eaſe and Profit before the Cure of 
the Patient, theſe Juleps have been found moſt 
uſeful and expedient for thoſe purpoſes. They 
are put together by mixing the two or three 
Waters in a moment: The Tincture, in a 
cooling, refreſhing, ſoft and healing Decoction, 
would require much longer time to be made, 
and the Maſter and Prentices, are, or expect to 
be employ d abroad. Beſides, the Family might 
importune to make in the Chamber that Tiſane 
of two or three admirable Drugs or Herbs, as 
well as their Tea, or the other now familiar to 
them. The Phyſician having never examin'd 
them by his own Preparation dares not direct 
them to the Shop, leaſt the Smell, Colour, 
Taſte, ſurprizingly varying in the different Men- 
ſtruums, migat diſcover his Ignorance of: their: 
firſt and ſenſible Qualities. He therefore every 
day writes the Juleps, and remains in a ſettled 
unalter d ſcandalous Inability to adviſe any one: 
of theſe efficacious wonderful Remedies. - And 
in the ſecond place, the Phyſicians are afraid,

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That the Apothecary might complain, That a 
Tifane of 16 or 32 Ounces, will according to 
Cuſtom continue to be fold for 2 5.

'This is more clear and allow'd in the other half 
of the Boles, the corrupted and mothery Sy. 
rups of the Cordial and alterative ' Sorts. The 
Patients cannot bear the load and flatulency, and 
laxativeneſs of ſo much icoarſe Sugar in theſe 
Conſerves and Syrups in the Boles, (which would 
oon bring the moſt firm and healthy Labourers 
* that State) when they are broken and en- 
feebled by Diſeaſes, which require the ſmall pro- 
Portion d Virtues of Medicines made latent and 
cover d in the moſt natural and familiar Liquors. 
They are waſh'd down by one of the CCI Aal 
. — to make the Mouth clean after them, 
* and to ſupport the Stomach againſt them. The 
Tinctures of the Plants celebrated for their ſuc- 
ceſs in the different Fevers, would at the ſame 
, time temper the Thirſt, ſtrengthen the Stomach, 
and reſtore the Diſorders of the Blood. The

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ice of Boles, and obligd him to neglect the 
Enquiries into the Virtues of thoſe Simples,fam'd

At the firſt view, its often impoſſible to diſcern,

may be impoſſible then to obſerve, Whether the 
Blood is ſeparating the Humour, or about to 
reject it by the Pores, or Urine, or the Bowels.

The 
Surgeon at his firſt Addreſs to the Tumour, is 
allow'd to apply a Plaiſter neither repelling nor 
drawing, till he can obſerve, whether the Hu- 
mour will tranſpire, or be forc'd back, or ſhall-, 
want to be ripen'd into an Apoſteme. Many 
Medicines muft be brought and inſtantly thruſt 
into the Patient's Mouth, (the People will taſte 
em, they muſt be powerful, and of ſeveral 
ſorts) tho the Apothecary and his Phyſician 
cannot then aſſign any Reaſon, why they are 
given, but the great one ſecretly reſervd; 
One of the moſt eminent for this purpoſe, uſually 
gives no other, But we muſt be doing, ſome- 
thing or other muſt be done. Our common 
Proverb pretends to inſtruct us in this matter, 
That a Diſeaſe once known is half Cured; 
that is, when we can underſtand, Whether the 
Heatets or Coolers, the Emptiers or Aſtringents 
are neceſſary; or that things go in a middle 
Courſe, and none of em are wanting: You 
may then apply your Thoughts to the Medi- 
cine, for the better part of the work is over. 
But our People, and the Apothecaries, and the 
Ws © pyſicians,

» Phyſicians, who work under them, begin the 
Cure, before they have begun the knowledge 

of the Diſeaſe. In the great varieties of the 

Qualities of the many often repeated Medicines, 
the natural Motions may be irritated or diverted, 
or turn d to the oppoſite Tendencies, or every 
thing which Nature had done to preſerve it elf, 
2 ſhall be unravell'd and undone by the Remedies 
forcing the collected matter to another part. 

As the Diſeaſe proceeds, one Medicine may in 

the morning move a great Sweat, which may 
luaſt profuſely many hours: Shall this be repeat- 

ted to hold up the perpetual Motion, and no 
++ Reſpite be allow'd to diſtinguiſh, whether at 
that time any part of the Diſeas d Humour is 
, caſt off, or only the then uſeful Serum of the 
Blood with the greateſt expence and loſs of Spi- 
rits, and the aggravation of the febrile Inflam- 
mation, and the ſhifting the Humours to the 

Head, or any other more feeble part, or the 

more fixt united mixture of them with the Blood, 
+ which makes the future difficulty of the Separa- 
tion and Secretion ? You may Object, That the 


Apothecary and Phyſician may bring in an 
Under. Plot, may give, after the principal Re- 
medy, many others, which ſhall do neither 
nor harm. There are no ſuch to be us d 

in Phyſick. They have all their Energies, and 
will exert the proportion'd Effects to the paſſive- 
neſs of the Patient's Strength under the diffe- 
rent Diſeaſes. And the Nurſes and Maid - Ser- 
bean carefully examine de Smell and Taſtes of 
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the Doſes. If they are not very powerful on 
their Palates, Can the poor languiſhing Sick re- 
ceive any manner of advantage from them ? 
Lou muſt allow, as in Food, time for the Me- 
dicine to be open'd in the Stomach, paſt into 
the Blood, and circulated there ſome ſmall por- 
tion of time, that the certain Effects and Opera- 
tions may be noted; and Nature ſhall, as by 
Hunger, call for the next'Repaſt and Supplies. 
The many conſequences of too many Meals in 
the Day in your beſt Health, will inftru& you 
to judge in the preſent Caſe : The want of Ap» 
petite, and the conſequent Loathing, will teach 
the Stomach to refuſe, and reſent the violences ," 
it had ſuffer d from any one Diſh many years 
after. The frequent Deaths of a great part of 
the Diſeas d preſt to take the Medicines by the 
Hours, and ſome others in the Intervals, may 
be ſelected and recorded as Monuments, to warn 
and direct the Survivors. At the end of the 
Diſeaſe, the Natural Secretions are only to be 
ſupported and maintain'd, to be able to purſue 
the Enemy, till he is driven behind the Fron- 
tiers. Two or three ſuperfluous Doſes will agi- 
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tate and remix the matter, and continue the Fe- 


ver through another Stage of 7 or 14 days, or 
raiſe a much longer Efferveſcence, and trans- 
form the Acute into an Hectick, or equally dau- 
gerous Chronical — In the third place,

makes the Apothecary, for the Reward of his

embrace his Opinion, That many Doſes are ne- 


ceſſary, and are earneſt to have the every thing 


dJio,/vne for nothing, as they then imagine. Both 
together will eaſily ſilence the Phyſician, if he 
pretends to remonſtrate to it: eſpecially, when 

the Apothecaries ha ve ſo great an Aſcendant over 

all the Houſes, and can furniſh their own Rea- 
ſons and Arguments to every Member to plead 
on that ſide. The Phyſician is inſtructed by 
his Authors, to find out the antecedent and im- 
mediate Cauſes of the Diſeaſe, by the Signs and 
Directions the Symptoms will afford, from all 
the paſt and preſent Circumſtances, and from 
them the Changes lately made in the Blood and 
Spirits, and to regard the Realterations of theſe 
Changes by the moſt exact application to them. 
The Cure of the Diſeaſe depends on the direct 
and purſu'd Addreſs to realter and expel that 
matter; which makes the various ſubordinate 
" Diſorders, diverſify'd as the Humours can move, 

+ or the ſeveral Parts of the Body can be affected 
by them. But now every Symptom is to have 
its particular Medicine in many Doſes to molli- 

he or remove it. The Patient cannot ſurvive 
this management, if he has not the ſtock and

Toms - 
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toms are for the moſt part the Notices given of 
the paſſing of the Humours, or at leait prepa- 
ring them to be ejected at the proper Apertures \ 
and Out- lets of the Body. The Vomiting ſtopt 
by theſe Medecines; - the Looſeneſs checkt by 
them, may be fatal, which would have caſt of 
themſelves, when the primary Cauſe had been 
mitigated by the Remedy proper to that end. 
The Catarrhs and Expectoration reſtrained re- 
tain the morbid Matter, which permitted to 
flow more gently, would have gradually dimi- 
niſh'd the Cauſes of the Irritation of the Blood. 
The Delirium and Convulſions will paſs off 
with the Abatement of the Ferment, after the 
Depuration is permitted to be made. The haſty 
and prepoſterous Bliſters ruffle that ſeparatory , 
Motion, eſpecially if renew'd by Pairs, and the 
torment of Strangury with Bloody Urine, ſuper- 
vene to break the ſtrength of the Spirits by a 
never - ceaſing Inquietude. Is the Patient in any 
Pain, the Opiate Draughts are demanded.

fore the Conſerves and Syrups, and the vappid 


crude Simple Waters, and the mixt hot Waters, 


which oppreſs and raiſe in the Humours the 
greateſt Confuſions, the admir'd Chymical Spi- 
rits either Vinous, or Volatile or Acid, and the 
diſtill'd Oyls are too Simple, and have an exalted 


Force, which is not unitable and mixable with

'To | nouriſh your 
ſelf, you will nor uſe the diſtilbd Water; and the 
Spirit and burnt Oyl of a diſtill'd Chicken, but 
extract in a Broath all the Natural Compoſition, 


which ſhall be turn'd into Chyle, that advanc'd © 


into a Natural Quinteſſence, which ſhall by its 
groſſer Parts hold the Compages of the Blood 
together, and beſtow the neceflary Reparation _ 
to every Fibre of the Body, and ſend the finer 
and more agil Parts into the Bram to augment ' 
the Spirits. The vinous Brandy Spirits heat 
with rage, puſh violently one part of the Spirits, 
break the Craſis of the Blood by inflaming the 
Serum, and coagulating the Sulphur with the 
Fibres, in all the parts where they act, before 
they fly away by the firſt Pores or Crannies of 
the Body open to them. A generous Cordial, 
to make the preſent inſtance in a I incture ex- 
trated with a mild Menſtruum, ſhall warm + 
and revive all the whole Blood, and all the Spi- 
rits, as the Rays of the Sun temper'd by the 
Air give an uniform Warmth to all the Atmo- 
tphere, as the Fire in the Chimney to the Cham- 
ber. Theſe Spirits are as the Rays contracted | 
ina Glaſs, which burn deep into the part en- 
pos d to them, or as a Coal from the Chimney 
held in your Hand. The inflammable vinous 
e M4 Spirits 
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Spirits raiſe the greateſt: degree of Heat, but 
do not make an equal diſtribution of it to all 
the Parts. You exhilarate your Spirits, and 
move the Blood to a nimbler Circulation with a 
Bottle of the Juice of the Grape, which cum ſpe 
divite manat in venas - animiumque tuum, Which 
affords Spirits of the Natural ſize conjoyn'd with 
a due proportion of Water, and is held from 
the violent Efforts: of its Spirits, hy the Acid, 
and the nouriſhing groſſer Parts cloſely adhering 
to all its Particles The Volatile Spirits from 
Animals have the ſame eager and penetrating 
Motions, and break the whole Blood (if too 
alten us d) into a fatal Diſſolution and Fluid - 
neſs, and unnatural Thinneſs, and make it inca- 
pable of being reunited into the Natural Con- 
a — The Acid Spirits are only the fineſt 
Parts of the Minerals of Vitriol, Nitre, Salt and 
Sulphur, torn from the Maſs by the violence of 
the ſtrongeſt Fires, They corrode and rend in 
pieces all the Metals, burn all the Bones, and 
all the Animal Stony Concretes, devour the 
Fleſh of every part they are applied to. If you 
mix them with Water to preſerve your Tongue 
from being corroded, the mixt Parts ſhall curdle 
the Chyle, and turn the Parts of the Blood they 
{ ſhall firſt reach, into grumous Lumps and black 
Coagulations of the Balſamick and Earthy Parts. 
+ Theſe ſhall clog and ſtop the capillary Paſſages 
of the Circulation, obſtruct all the Glands of 
the Viſcera; the more watery Parts ſhall run off 
in profuſe and chilly Sweats, with the almoſt

Body. Theſe and the other Effects, as was re-

mo:t powerful Coolers. Their Uſe is juſtity'd 
by the preſent and cogent Exigences, after which 
the moſt agreeable and adequate to the Patients 
Temperament muſt ſucceed to take their place, 
which may keep pace with the ferment of many. 
Days, neceſſary to maturate the peccant Hu- 
mours, as the Heat of the Sun, and the Cold- 
neſs of the Rain, interchange with one the other, 
to move the Nutritive Parts of all Vegetables to 
heir reſpective Growth and Ripeneſs. But the 
great univerſal Phyſician has prepard the ge- 
nuine Natural Medicines with ſo wonderful Art, 
that all the potent active Particles are attended 
with others to mitigate their Activity; the more 
compact and ſluggiſh have the lively and reſt- 
leſs to lead them forward, and copvey them to 
the fartheſt Receſſes of the Body. The Deputy, 
and ſubſtituted Phyſician is requir'd to ſearch 
into their various Natural Preparations, to di- 
diſtinguiſh them carefully, and e e 
N go ane dh ia , 
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the greateſt genen to the different Diſeaſes · 
Tis true, Many Phyſicians have Herded with 
the multitude, and Spurn'd with them at all the 
* eafie Donatives of Nature, either for Pleaſure 
and Entertainment, or the Preſervation of Health 
and Life. The little defective human Images, 
and the pretended imitations of the great Natu- 

ral Originals, are worſhipt and ador'd by them. 
But the Microſcope diſcovers and derides the 
+ roughneſs and devel of all the coſtly Arti- 
| fices. Bur the Magnifying Glaſs, and the more 
ſearching Enquiries of the more ſagacious, are 
rewarded with ever-new Diſcoveries of the inex- 
bauſtible Mine of the richeſt Qualities of all Na- 
tural Beings. The Phyſician, who experiments 
the Plants, Animals, and Minerals, to detect 
their Virtues, and the Methods, by the moſt 
ſimple Operations, of drawing them forth intire 
* and unbroken, not ſulked and vitiated by the 

rudeneſs of extravagant and violent Attempts, 
has no end of his Plafire and Information, 'and 
can fix no Period to the Utes of their Powers 
and Virtues, that hitherto they ſhall go and no 
farther. If he compares the faulty mixtures 

of the Diſeas'd Blood and Spirits with theſe iafi- 
| nitely varied Compoſitions lodg'd in every Ve- 
getable; he fees, That every irregularity in 
every Diſeaſe of all Ages and Conſtitutions ſhall 
be rectified by the careful Application of the 
Plant ſpecified to their various Circumſtances.

ing its Qualities by Preparation, appointed and 
markt as appropriate to the Diſeaſe. They 
would eſteem him beneath their Converſe, if he 
pretended to bufie himſelf in a Quacking Affair. 
Lou muſt take care, that you do not deſtroy 
your ſelf by the miſapplication of a Word, as 


the Natural Fools and Children cut their Hands 


by taking the edg'd Tool by the wrong end. 


Dr. Skinner gives you the true meaning of it 
from the Teutonick and German Tongues ;_ 


| that Quack with them, is, Frivolus, Nugax, One 
who does not do any thing to the purpoſe. 
The weak and filly often run into the dangers 
they think they avoid. Your magnified Doctors 
are now become the real Quacks. Their pre-

tended ſufficiency of being from their firit ſtart- 
ing out gone beyond any poſſibility of Improve- 
ment, has made them neglect the Knowledge of 


the beſt Remedies in the World, and ſham Man- 


kind (like the Quacks on the Stage) with 8 or 
10, magnified by them to the Skies, viz. The 
cold Juleps, Conſerves, Syrups, the Earthy 
Powders, the Lees, and Sediment of the old 
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Pharmacy, and the hot Brandy Waters, and 
five or fix eager, virulent, inflaming Spirits and 
Oyls, which float on the top of the Chymical 
Preparations. Theſe two excellent Remains of 
both will ſerve to correct the frequently almoſt 
fatal Effects of one the other. When the firſt 
have loaded and deadned the Stomach and Blood, 
the other will inſtantly raiſe them; when theſe 
+ have diſſipated and waſted them, the other will 
hold them down and retain them. But the other. 
moſt fearful Objection, is, That our great Phy- 
ſicians, without looking into the inſide to view 
the Poſtures and the Utes of the Parts, and how 
they are alter d by any Diſeaſes from Diſſections 
of the Dead, without 5 Experiments 
into che Tempers and Mixtures 
without the Knowledge of the Names of Di- 
feaſes, and having ever read the hundredth part

The 
long Life of the late King of Spain, if you re- 
flect on the Dangers of his Infancy, his Weak- 
neſs which increas'd with his years, and the doubt- 
ful Contingencies of many Months —— 
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the Humours, 


will confute the monſtrous Pretences of our 
Phyſicians, who know nothing, and repreſent to 
your juſteſt Obſervation the no leſs monſtrous 

Credulity of all our People on the other ſide. 
Thoſe Phyſicians have the moſt exquiſite Know- 


ledge of the Virtues of the Simples, and of their 


Natural moſt refin'd Preparations. They have 


the moſt bright Diſcernment of all Diſtempers, 


from their diligent and moſt accurate Diſcoveries 
of the Progreſſes of the Motions of the Hu- 


mours, from their faithful Attendance on the Sick. 


The preſent vigour of the other Princes dire&-

You muſt therefore ob- 
ſerve with the greateſt Attention, and fix it in 
your Memory, as an Affair of the greateſt mo- 
ment; which will, if juſtly applied, preſerve your 
ſelf and all you ſhall-communicate it to; That 
the vehement and prepoſterous and il-rim'd Pur. 
gations of the Blood are the direct and certain 
Cauſes of the frequent Deaths in theſe Diſeaſes, | 
The forcible Excluſions or Attractions of the 
Parts of the Blood, and the Agitations and Com- 
motions attending them; whether they are 
made by Vomits, Purgers, Sweaters, Diureticks, 
Bliſters or Bleeding, 7, all concur and agree in 
the Rejection and Diminution of the vital and 
active, and neceſſary conſtituent Parts of the 
Natural mixture. The vehement Vomits and 
Purgers are to be given in many Fevers and 
other Diſeaſes, when the Impurities are before. 
made ready and collected to be caſt off. The 
ſafe eaſie Vomits and lenitive Purgers, and Gli- 
ſters, which cleanſe the Stomach and Bowels 
from the putrid Humours before lodg'd in them, 
are moſt uſeful, and do not affect the preſent 
Caſe, becauſe they give no diſturbance to the 
depuratory Fermentation. But when the power-

They: give the 
Brandy Juleps, and the fermenting Boles, which 
irritate and colliquate the Blood, when the Dif- 
eas d Humour was not ready for the Birth and | 
Delivery; its Ferment is diſturb'd, and the faly- 

+ tary Secretions are perverted. The Sweaters, 
the greateſt part of the preſent Practice, are, in 
many. inſtances, fatal, when mY divert the great 

conſtant natural Exhalations of the fretting and 
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unquiet Parts by the Pores, which is aſſerted by* 
the long Obſervations of Sanctorius, and by every 
heedful Experiencer. It's an Infallible Axiom 
in Phyſick, Quo magis corpora impura volatilibus * 
Sites, ed magis laſeris. If you move and diſ- 
quiet the internal depuratory Motion, and fix 
* impure Parts more cloſely wich all the Maſs, 
and diſſipate by Sweats, rais d by the Oyhy 
Brandy Juleps, the uſeful Fluid, and the ſpiri- 
tuous Parts, the Diſeaſe ſhall grow ſtronger, 7, 
as Nature is more and more weakned, and ſhall, _ 
at laſt with theſe helps ſubdue it. The Diure- ©. 
ticks, in this circumſtance, have the ſame ill EM. 
fects, as the Sweaters preſt on the Patient every * 
hour of every day, they only move the ſame 
Humours by a different Paſſage. The vile Ef- 
fects of them are often obſerv d, when the Se- 
diment of the Urine, which Nature was, by its 
internal depuratory Motions, gradually increa- 
ſing and making more plentiful and weighty, is 
by the Agitations made by the attenuating Diu- 
reticks remixt with the Blood.

The Delirium is more eager, the Tendons more 
ſubſulting, the Urine more ſharp and cutting, 
and frequently Bloody. You will fay, That, 
after many Pairs, the Patients ſometimes recover. 
Nature never recovers by violence done to its 
neceſſary Motions, to concoct and expel: the 
Diſeaſe : And the internal Separation is not fre- 
quently made, and the Criſis and the Solution 

of the Diſtemper finiſht, till after the Pairs of 
| Bliſters have been dry'd and heal'd many days. 
Theſe Gentlemen apply Bliſters to every Fever, 
and every Conftitution, which require the ſelect 
appropriate Depurations of the impure diſtin- 
guiſhable matter of that Diſeaſe. In Lethargies 
and Apoplexies, and the overflowing of the wa⸗ 
tery Humours irritative by the Salts, and the 
fixt Rheumatical Pains, Velicatories, and the 
other outward Purgers and Drawers, have been 
at all times recommended, when the oppreſſive 
RF 182 - coagu- 
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coagulated viſcid Humours, wanted the corro - 
fve Parts of the Cantharides, to break and diſ- 
folve them. Shall They then, to the reproach 
of rational Phyſick, and the deſtruction of the 
Patient, be almoſt wholly rely'd on in all forts 
of Fevers, when in moſt of them the Spirits and 
Blood are moving with the moſt violent Pertur- + 
bations and Ebullitions ? You may on this oc- | 
eaſion particularly admire the Obſtinacy and Im- 
moveableneſs of the Natural Powers, able to 
maintain themſelves to a long Series of Years, 
which can defend it ſelf againſt Diſeaſes perfidi- 
zuſly made more dangerous by Phyſicians unac- 
uainted with the genuine and never-failing Re-* 
medies, who for that Reaſon ſupport their Cre- 
dit by corrupting the People, and the Practice 
with theſe new Empiriciſms. If theſe Phyſicians | 
do not intend to improve their Knowledge of

Stomach, Bowels, and all the Nerves ; and 
which, if not reſtor'd, vitiate and debilitate the 
Blood, and all the vital and animal Functions, 
are Cur'd by the Plants rationally adapted to 
the Cauſes, which retard or prevent thoſe neceſ- 
fary Periodical Depurations.

Suitors for Places without any Salary ; they 
were not willing to be idle, and would find out 
Methods to Extract their own Recompence to . 
their own Satisfaction, without any ſettled In- 
come. If therefore the Apothecary practiſes, 
let his Viſits and Attendances be rewarded. It 
has been moſt abſurdly and publickly obſerv'd, 
that it is not Practice, when the Fee is not re- 
ceiv'd, althoꝰ many Fees muſt be ſuppos d to be 
rais'd by the Evidences of the great Profit of 
many Bills in Acute Caſes every day, and when, 
in the Supply of a Chronical Caſe for a longer 
time, a greater Fee is obtain d, than your Ima- 
gination can eaſily reach to. The College has 
no Power to reltrain their numbers increaſmg 
doubly every 8 years, upon the preſent diſpro- 
portionate number to the want of Medicines ; 
and it appears, that themſelyes want the Power 
to ſettle the neceſſary Limits, which would and 
can only cure the Grievances they complain 
of. But that part of the College, which eſ- 
pouſes the publick Intereſt, and attempts the 
Cure and Recovery of the Profeſſion, can in- 
form you of the neceſſity of obliging the Apo- 
thecaries, (who are by their Charter, and the 
Practice of all former Ages) only Shop-keepers, 
to keep their Shop, for two very cogent Rea- 
ſons ; becauſe the Sick, in the many Caſes, 
which Nature alone cures, are oppreſt and en- 
danger'd by many Remedies, and when thoſe 
| become difficult, are often deſtroy d: and the 
9 Faculty of Phyſick, whoſe Advice is demanded

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and can only be rely d on in the dangerous Di- 
| ſeaſes, is cotrupted, and forc'd to juſtifie and 
' appland this Practice, and ro ſhape their own 
to it, to obviate any Diſcovery of any fenfible 
Difference, which might make the other ſuſpect- 
eld and exploded. But the wap themſelves 
muſt be accus d, as the Primary Cauſe, and firſt 
: moving, the others are rather Acceſfaries to the 
deplorable Condition of the Sick. You ſend for 
them, and take them from the neceffary Bufineſs 
of the Shop. They often excuſe themſelves as 
not capable to penetrate into the immediate or 
remote Cauſes of Diſeaſes, and the Differences 
of the Changes of the Humodrs, and declare 
their Skill runs no farther, than preparing and 
compounding the Medicine by the Phyficians 
Order. You compei them to undertake the 
Cure, and threaten the Employment of another 
e if they ftart back at the hazard of 
ufing an unactive or active Remedy to a ſevere 
Diſtemper. You both allow, That the Medi- 
cines have been put into the Patient without any 
proſpect of Cure, by demanding Advice, in the 
Proverbial Phraſe, when the greater Dangers 
appear. You are wantonly greedy of his At- 
' tendance, to look on and talk with you of the 
- Diſeaſe : His frequent and long Vifirs are im- 
portun d without the leaſt Reflection, thar while 
the Glyſters are given, and the Bliſters dreſt, and 
the goodriefs of the Phyficians Prefcript at other 
times debated, the Preparations of Medicines 
for the Shops are neglected, thar they are there- 


- fore, 
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fore, with great Uncertainty (becauſe Compo · 
ſitions cannot be juſtly diſc&h'd ) bought of the 
Whole-ſale, and many fatal Erfors be com- 
mitted by the Boy left in the Shop, to make a 
Compound of Ingredients eaſily to be friſtaken, 
in quantity of quality and prove deadly, in the re- 
ive Caſes, with the fafrie Colour and Conſi- 
ſtence. You do not reflect, that the badneſs of 
the Medicines bought abroad; and the unhappy 
erronebus Mixtutes fttade by the Young Prentice 
will affect your Life. The Character of youf 
own, as an honeſt Apothecary, preéſimes your 
Knowledge ot Suſpicions of the terrible Misfor- 
tunes from other Shops: The firſt is afſetted be- 
any Refuge of Exception, by every the 
moſt valued Apothecary; and by all the Drtig- 
gifts, who both at this time lament the comtion 
Uſe of vitious and deeny d, and the frequent Re- 
fuſal of the beſt Pruggs, by the frequent difaps 
poinertients of the Phyfieians and Patients Expect- 
ation, and the certain Succeſs of the fartte Medi- 
cine from the Diſpenſary, ot the other Shops, 
The ſecond is frequently the Subject of the 16- 
_ cret Conferences of Phyſicians, who do every 
One enumerate many Inſtances of Patients, endari- 
ered and deſtroyed by the Errors of the Reme- 
Ts brought to other Patients, of com nded 
of Ingredients of violent Operations. If the Pa- 
tients Life is endangered, of loft by many Medi- 
cines; you muſt bear the Itipeachinlerit, wheti © 
by buying the new Vogu'd Remedies of other 
Traders ; the Blixir Salut, the purging Salt,

felf that no Recompence or Fee is to be given for 
the Labour of his Mind, and the Troubles of 


his waiting, but out of the Price and Num- 
bers of the Remedies he brings you. Muſt you 
not firſt pay again for the Elixir Saluts, the 
Purging Salt, &c. and the Domeſtick Prepara- 
tions, in the Advanc'd Rates and Numbers of 
the Juleps and Boles, and Powders ? You cannot 


| Plea d the Dubiouſneſs and Uncertainty of the. 


onſequences of the Doſes for every Hour, ſo 
nearly effecting the Patient's Life, You, the 


| Monarch of the Family, muſt admit of no kind 
of Doubt or Incogitancy in this the greateſt Af- 


fair. The leaſt Suſpicion or wavering of your 
Thought fixes the Imputation of the Crime, and 
the Guilt of the loſt Life upon you, tho you 


have the largeſt Draught the Nepenthe, or 


the Opiate Cordial to mollify all the Pangs of this 
Reflection, that all the Fees were at leaſt ſavd, 
and that you have preſerv'd the Reputation of 
your Prudence and good Husbandry. You put 


the Life of the Sick into the Scale againſt the Re- 


ward of Advice, whether any one or more of 


te Shop Remedies were neceſſary to —— : 
bim: And the Life appeared leſs weig 


ty and 


valuable 
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valuable by the preponderance of the other, 
The Death is not fo terrible as the Fee, the ve- 
ry Name is ſtartled at, and the thing it ſelf, 
tho in its Infancy and Weakneſs, is apprehend- 
ed as dreadful. Tho' thoſe of the common 
ſize are out-done by a Bole or two with the 
lutle Draughts, which float them into the Sto- 
mach. And there are many more of theſe to 
be taken with their Attendants of Pearl Juleps, 
Sc. every day. But the Fee is ſeen and felt by 
many of the Sences, the Payment of the other 
is remote and inſenſible as a Non-Entity or No- 
thing, if the Thought cannot extend it ſelf to 
the Months to come. If you will carry your 
Thoughts backward to the Practice of the laſt 
Age, and dare venture the Reproaches of the 
Publick by the Imitation of the old Faſhion, and 
the Examples of a more wife and diſcreet Pra- 
ctice of the Phyſick then in uſe: Rely on your 
Phyſician, as your Pilot, who has no other In- 
tereſt but to preſerve your Life with his Ad- 
vice of the Directions of the Natural Powers, 
labouring to preſerve it ſelf, ſometimes by the 
aſſiſtance of none, but more often, of fewer Re- 

medies. The Subjects of the little Government 
are his, and are cur d from the Strength of 
their Conſtitution hardned by Labour, and pro- + 
bably greater temperance, at the leaſt Expence' 
to you. Their Cures and Attendance are now a 
Tax equal to the [Recoveries of Princes in 
the former times. If your Servants ſometimes 

| take but few Doſes, when you are diſorder d, 
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pPaou muſt fill up the Meaſure of the Bill by ta- 
king more. If your firſt Phyſician cannot attend 
the lucky Moments of Qbſeryatian, the ebbings 
and flowings of the Diſeaſe, receiye the ſubſidiary 
Aſſiſtance of a Junior recommended by him. 
You will have the frequent Triumphs of the 
Peace of Recovery, after the War with the Diſs 
- «eaſe is ended, wuh the frugal ment of 
the preſent Expence, withqur the vaſt lurking 
Debts to be ſtrugled with a long time after. 
The Phyſician attending you with Zeal and Af- 
fection to the Service, will abate the Quantities 
of the Remedies now appointed in acute changes 
able Diſeaſes to run on 24 Hours, without Inter- 
ruption, as he oblexyes the old Symptoms abate, 
or a new One ſpring up in its place. You now 
intimate to the Phyſician, called in at the great- | 
_ eſt Extremity, if we had not made Work for you 
| the unhappy Doſes, taken ſeven or eight 
Days without Intermiſſion of many Hours, chere 
had been no accafian for your coming to us. Let 
us now have few efficacious Medicinas, By all hat 
is Sacred, the poor Patient can hardly take one 
ſician, The Profeſſion and the Patients Life 
| are almoſt deſtroy q by the ſame Hand; the in- 
vincible Folly of th po not to be cured by 
a Thouſand Inſtances of the ſame Events, when 
all the Humours and the Natural Motions gre 
' ruffled together. The former Phyſicians, direct · 
. ed, ſupported the Natural Powers, gave the 
Doſes, ag Nature wypted tem, and often impor- 
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tuned them. Their Bitters were acceptable, of 
leſs loath'd than the heavy nauſeous Boles, their 
true genuine Cordials never inflam'd, or irritated, 
and made the Spirits and the Humours raging and 
more violent, and the Patient therefore never re- 
fus d or complain d of any Remedy, which was 
2 to him for the apparent Neceſſity of his | 
| lief. How great the Weight, or rather the 
Load of Arguments is to raiſe you in the other 
Balance, to give you a better Profpect to provide 
for the Segyrity and Safety of your Family, as 
well as * Innocence, when you have acquitted 
your ſelf of your Duty to preſerve them, will 
appear from the many Difficulties, and great Ex- 
pence you draw on your ſelf, being advis d from 
the Shop for Nothing. By the many Medicines 
from - Hark you break all the Natural Powers 
to defend Life againſt the inyading Diſeaſe. To 
obtain the Enn of them, the Pa- 
tient mult be a righted with the greateſt Danger 
and Malignity of his Caſe in eyery Fever. Hope 
and the {upport of the Spirits, and Circulation of 
the Bload from à firm Aſſurance, rais'd by the 
Information of the ſtrength of his Conſtitution, 
aud the feebleneſs of his Enemy, given him by 
an Adviſer juſt and faithful to him, is the greateſt 
And moſt laſting Cordial. Many Putrid Fevers 
from the Blood, and the other more latent and 
difficult from che Weaknals of the Spirits, are in- 
vincibly fata}, if the Patient is fearful. You mult 
'2 diſtract the Mings of the common People. I

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the Spirits are not deadned with Dread, they ſhall 
be diflipated and exhauſted by the Fire of the 
hot Cordial Remedies, and the internal Motions 


of the Blood ſhall be ſtopt or diſturb'd by the pre-

_ contrary to the natural Tendencies, when the Diſ- 
eaſe is of that kind, which Nature undiſturb'd,

Obſtacles and Impediments are remov d. Beſides 
your own innumerable Obſervations of theſe Re- 
coveries, you muſt ſubmit to the Informations gi- 


ven you by the Virtuous, Diſintereſted Phyſici- 


ans of Antiquity. They aſſure you, that Nature 
+ cures all Diſeaſes : That the Active moying Parts 
of the Spirits and Blood are always aſſerting them- 
+ ſelves againſt the violence of the morbid Hu- 
mours, and will ſoon repell them; that the Phy- 


fſician only directs and conducts them, and ſup-

Will Nature, 
which is able to conquer the Diſeaſe, aſſiſted and 
directed by frequent Draughts of one excellent 
Tincture of the Cordial and Depurative Kind, 
be able at the ſame time to bear twenty Doſes

Dr. Sydenham, with many others, frankly own, 
That beſides the admirable Inſtructions of their 
Authors, they learn'd more ( aſſidendo Le8is ) 
from the Patients Diſcourſes, as the beſt Com- 
ments on thoſe difficult Texts, by Seeing and 
Feeling, and by the other Senſes judging of all 
the Motions of, and in the Humours forward- 
ing the Recovery of the Diſeaſe. They could 
then diſcover the Feints and Stratagems of the 
Diſeaſes, and elude and prevent them. They 
could give the timely notice of them to Nature, 
and ſend her the neceſſary Supplies and Recruits.

cian may offer to him. Beſides, in the taking of 

- Medicines every Hour, there. are thoſe Storms 
and Clouds rais d, that the Apothecary cannot 
ſee a true Symptom or Motion, tho juſt before 
him. Becauſe, giving always to all his Pa- 


= tients, very many Remedies, he cannot know 


by his Experience any one of the many. Di- 
ſeaſes, which the Powers of Nature alone will 
throw off, or be able to diſcern by what Me 
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thods ſhe would do it. He can only Report, | 
That the Patient has not wanted my Cordials 


At all cones, from the firſt moment f was ſent 


for. In the. next place, The Phyſician always 
providing for his Maſter the Apothecary's 
Advantage by the many Medicines, can only 
improye himſelf in the ſame Ignorance of all 
the Diſeaſes ſubject to the Natural Powers, 
and he cannot know. better Medicines, than the 
hot durable, unperiſhable of the Shop, to omit 
the others. But the Patient, in all the Acute, 
and almoſt all the Chronical Diſeaſes, wants 
the admirable ſuddenly corruptible Remedies, 
the Tiſanes, Tinctures, Emulſions, and De- 
coctions, which are to be every Day made, 
and will keep no longer. As your moſt whole- 
ſome. Diet is the moſt changeable and periſh- - 
able, becauſe the Blood requires a Nutriment, 
which will be ſoon alter'd from its own Speci- 
fick Qualities, and ſubmit to unite and come 
into its own Mixtures ; the diſeasd Blood 
and Spirits cannot bear the ſtiff and obſtinate » 
parts of the old Medicines, which may di- 
ſturb, but cannot be conjoyn'd with the Fluids 
inceſſantly going away and receiving new parts 
of the very fame perpetual Flux and Current. 
They are not allow'd to conſider or learn them, 
becauſe they cannot bring them into Practice. 
They.are told, as the firſt Condition of their

tion of the Patient, who commits his Life to 
his Care. You may expect, That the Phyſi- 
cian will ſend the Directions of their excel- 
lent Medicines to his own Apothecary. But 
in all Ages to this, the publick Apothecaries 
Sold the publickly allow'd Diſpenſatory Medi- 
cines for the common and general Uſes of the 
Families, who were inſtructed by Tradition, 
or their own, or a Friend's Experience, or 
their own Phyſician's Information, to treat the 
frequent incidental Diſorders, under the Na- 
rural Powers carefully, and diligently aſſiſted 
and directed. Their Charter, as well as the 
Acts of Parliament, have -reſery'd to the Phyſi- 
cian the Preparations of his own Specifick , 
and ( to every one ſingly) the moſt valued , 
and underſtood Medicines. If you will per- 
ſiſt to demand, That he ſhall communicate, 
in the preſent Circumſtances, the Preſcript to 
your own Apothecary, (though the Expreſſi- 
on was formerly eſteem'd very abſurd) to pra- 
ctiſe with it to every Patient, whom the Fame 
of the Cure ſhall bring. to him: You muſt 
conſider, that we throw over-board the Jew- 
| els, Plate, Sc. when a Pyrate is about to 
enter and poſſeſs it: and you may ask him, 
If, when he Diſtils one or two Quarts of the 
pure penetrating Spirit of Sal Armoniack (de- 
purated by the antecedent Sublimation __ rn 
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 * revivd for the permanent uſage of the Ages 
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- Oyls) he ſets it open without a Glaſs Stopple 
do evaporate all the Spirits, to become à dead 
Water, and of no farther uſe to him; And 
when he prepares a Compoſition to caule Sleep, 
and Eaſe of Pains, or a Vomit, or Purge, 
or another, to raiſe a Salivation, he leaves it 
careleſly, that, by the unfortunate uſe of ir, 
his Servants ſhall ſpread Reports of it to his 
Difadvanrage. It is very hard to fix any Li. 
mits in the preſent Debate, becauſe Health 
and Life are infinitely valuable, and exact the 
: greateſt, the equally commenſurate Care of the 
Phyſician to preſerve them. If your Phyſici- 
an in the preſent Juncture (when the higheft 
tions in many Profeſſions are publick- 
' ly either applauded or condemn'd) ſhall re- 
ferve a large Parcel of the beſt Bark, of 
Mercurius” Dulcis, of a Tincture ok Opium, 
of a Tincture of the Plants, which are the 
laſt Refuge in Malignant Fevers, or the cer- 
tain Support of the Deſpairs of the Hypo- - 
chondriacal or ' Hyſterical, or the calamitous 
f ions of the Spirits and Blood after ma- 
ny Diſeaſes, (that he may prevent his own 
and the Patients Suſpicions of the leaſt Errour 
n the proportions of their Strength, and make 
the Succeſs of the Art on this hand moſt 
certain and conſtant) will you condemn it as

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to come? The Objection of the Secret dange- 
Tous Preparations vaniſhes, when you conſider, 
Thar his Servant is a Party in the Preparati- 
on, and when the fame affects the Apothecary 
and the Surgeon, who prepares his own Bal- | 
fams, and Fomentations and Plaiſters. The 
Objection of the Dearneſs is. prevented by the 
Diſpenſary at the College. The Phyliclans have 
oſten been folicitous, That a general Autho- 
rizd Taxation of the Prices of Medicines 
ſhould be ſettled. They have already Bound 
themſelves to the Publick, and confeſt a Judg- 
ment, by making the intrinſick Values publick- * 
ly known by the Charitable Practice of the 
I bree Diſpenſaries. And the Complaints of 
the Apothecaries Bills ariſe in part from the 
mincing and ſubdividing into little Doſes, 
(which makes an EleEtuary ten times dearer) 
and filling up the Vacancies with Pear) Ju- 
leps, and other Additions of Medicines, to 
pay themſelves for the voluntary or importun d, 
or only Caſtomary Attendances. You can on- 
ly Reply, (which is uſually oppos d to the ge- 
nerons Reformation of Pbyſick by the Diſpen- 
fary, which has been zcalouſly purſued by 
them and other Members of the Callege by 
other leſs publick Methods, ſince its firſt De- 
pravation) that the People are willful and te- 
Bachl of every Cuſtom, which by degrees 
makes every Poiſon familiar, and every Purg- 
irg Medicine become Nutritive. But the ef 
* al e gi | as 
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has nothing to do in human Actions. The 
Particulars either cannot diſcover their Inte- 
reſt, or careleſly govern themſelves by an ap- 
Feen inſtead of the true and real Inde. : 
It always diſcovers the cleareſt Truth and 
Evidence of it ſelf, and every one muſt follow 
the Idea, which his Mind receives of his Inte- 
reſt in the Conduct of all his Actions by it. 
The Spendthrift has his Reaſon and Intereſt 
in uſing his Eſtate with great Application, 
| fearing Tis Life may not (Fe to accompliſh 
the Conſumption of it, which he reſerves' whol- 
ly to himſelf The Covetous Robs and Steals 
D ith himſelf, doubting he may ſometime want 
what he never intends to uſe, but permits 
with great Liberality the next Invader to laß 
hold of it after his Death. The Robber of 
the Road judges it beſt for himſelf to main- 
. tain himſelf with the remote proſpect of Dan- 
ger rather than the preſent of Labour and 
uſineſs. Every one defends his Actions from 
the beſt Rules, he will provide for his own 
beſt Inſtruction and Direction. The Party 
oppoſing the preſent Reformation of the mo 
corrupt Practice of Phyſick, juſtifie themſelves, 
that the Society muſt be endanger'd, and 
the Patient's Li hazarded, or both deſtroy'd, 
when they will not find a readier way to
